The Senate took up the unfinished^ reportof yes- 
terday, being a bill reported by the Judiciary 
c<mimiltee,'tu amend an act, entitled, an act to 
incorporate the Louisville Uu* and Water Com 
panv. 

[Under the charter as it now stands, the com- 
pany are entitled to banking privileges except 
so far as the issuing of bank notes arc concern- 
ed; the amendment (at the request of the com- 
pany,) proposes to lake that privilege from

The question pending -was upon the adoption 
of the amendment proponed by Mr. GliOLSON, 
which is as follow**:

Mr. COBB moved to lay the bill on the ta- 
ble, which motion was adopted.

Where a criminal or penal prosecution is pen- 
ding in any Court iu tins Common wealth , the 
Judge thereof, upon application being made by 
the defendant by petition in writing, verified by 
hi* or her affidavit* and it appearing upon the 
hearing of the evidence that there is such a po- 
pular prejudice against the defendant as would 
endanger a fair and impartial trial in the coun- 
ty where the prosecution is pending, may order 
the trial to be had in an adjoining county iu the 
same judicial district Jo which there is no 
valid objection; but if such objection exists, 
then the trial may be ordered to be had in an 
adjoining county out of the district. The attor 
ney for tlm Common wealth, or iu his absence, 
the alloruy for the county, must have reasonable 
notice in writing of such application.] 

Mr. BUSH moved the following as a substi- 
tute for the bill, viz: 

That hereafter the Circuit Judges of this 
Commonwealth shall have and exercise their 
best discretion on motions or applications for 
change of venue iu criminal eases as provided 
by law, and that the Common wealth’s Attornies 
may introduce counter evidence before the court 
on the hearing of the motion or application for 
the change of venue.

( \y inter-uni th) and Mr. READ, which were a- 
d opted in the committee of the Whole. 

Tim amendment of Mr. A. was adopted by 
the House, ami the amendments of Mr. SPEA- 
KER and Mr R. were rejected. 

[ They wvre rejected at ihe request of the mo- 
vers themselves, that au additional section might 
be added to the bill, which would embrace them 
both.] 

Mr. READ moved to add the following as an 
additional section to tile bill: 

Only so much of the above appropriation is 
to be paid as will enable the Board of \ isitors 
to complete the buildings and necessary enclo- 
sures of ihe grounds and to construct proper 
fixtures for the comfort of the establishment, 
and it shall only l»e drawn from the Treasury 
in stu li sums as the Governor is satisfied are re- 
quisite in the progress of the work — aud if all 
in not required for the completion of the work, 
then the Governor shall withhold the surplus. 

The question being takeu, the amendment of 
Mr. R. was adopted. 

Mr. CRAVENS moved to strike out $25,000 
in the original bill, and insert $12,000. 

Upon that motion, remarks whre made by 
Messrs. BaI ES. WILLINGHAM. WOODSON, 
D. B. JOHNSON, and CRAVENS After which 

Mr. ENGLEMAN moved the previous ques- 
tion, aud the main question was ordered to be 
put.

Louisville and Mississippi Railroad. 

Eddur Green River U'oiy: 

Sir — Y ou are aware that by an act of the 
last Congress, together with an act of the Legis- 
lature of Texas, public lands were appropriated 
for the construction of a Railroad from a point 
on the Mississippi river, near the mouth of the 
Ohio, through Missouri, Arkrn.-as and Texas to 
the Rio Grande al the Western boundary of 
Texas, which is within eigiit hundred miles of 
the Pacific Ocean.

They thus advocate the 
concentration of all the trade, commerce and 
business of the interior of Kentucky upon Mem- 
phis, and thus build up ami add La the impor- 
tance of that city, and strengthen her claims 
upon Congress to make her also a terminus of 
the Pacific road. 

if the travel is brought from the Pacific to 
Memphis, it will continue thence East via the 
Chattanooga, Knoxville and Virginia roads. If 
travel is bi ought train the Pacific to St. Louis, 
it will pass thence via Cincinnati to l lie East. 
Thus in the event of the terminus either at St. 
Ijouis or Memphis, Kentucky is as virtually out 
of tlie line of travel to and fro between the Pa- 
cific and the Ea-*t. as a "sand bar” is out of the 
"steamboat channel.” 

Bui with the Pacific Road terminating at 2o 
lumbus, or at the fnouth of the Ohio, the travel 
will paasllienccby Hopkinsville and Naslivilleto 
Charleston and Savannah ;also through Hopkins- 
ville and Bowlinggreeli to Danville and to the 
East; also by Hopkinsville and the direct route 
to Louisville aud the East. Thus this latter 
terminus will secure to our own State and to oifr 
own town, the greatest thoroughfare of travel in ihe 
world ! 

Is it not then the very extreme of folly, and 
the verriest absurdity, for Kentuckians to try to 
build up and add to tlie claims for the Pacific 
road, of a point near two hundred and fitly 
miles south of us and in another State? Is it 
wise in Kentuckians to advocate that all the 
Railroads of this Jilate ought to terminate there 
— at Memphis? 

Sir. 1 tell you they can't succeed. Why did 
not Memphis, why did not St. Louis or New 
Orleans, or other points Secure from last Con- 
gress a grant of lands for a road from their ci- 
ties to tlie Pacific? 

I will tell you why. If a main trunk line road 
is built by ihe funds of the general government 
to the Pacific, all will Say that it ought to start 
from a central point on the Mississippi river, at 
which point all the Slates of the union could 
connect with it. The Railroads from Rich 
mond, from Charleston, from Savannah, and 
from Mobile, could not bridge the Tennessee, 
tlie Cumberland, and Ohio rivers to go to and 
strike the National Road at St. Louis. Nor 
could tlie roads passing through the North-west- 
ern Slater bridge those rivers and go down two 
hundred and fifty miles to connect with it at 
Memphis. But all those roads from the South 
Atlantic ports, also ail those Iroin the North- j 
western State and lakes, connect with aud con- 1 
cent rate upon the mouth of the Ohio. 

The mouth of the Ohio is the half-way point • 
between the head waters of the Mississippi and I 
its mouth; and what secures to that point its 
greatest, its overpowering and irresistable in- 
fluence, in the Congress of the Natiou, is that 
there it is that the tron-.<dftvehnldirig States of 
the North, and the slaveholding States of tlie 
South come together on that great river of the 
West. 

The Northern members of Congress will not 
vote appropriations from the national treasury 
to build a main trunk line National Road to the

Nothing but 
support the Compromise in the Senate, and op- 
pose resistance to the Compromise, and Seces- 
sion at home. ‘ The very head and front of his 
offending hath this extent, no more.” Yet, ac- 
cording to this sent i organ at Richmond, it 
would bean abandonment “of the principle up 
on which the administration is organized,” to 
appoint him to a Cabinet office! What is this 
but to say that the principle upon which the 
administration is organized, is proscription of 
those Democrats who supported the Compro- 
mise, and took a stand against resistance, Seces- 
sion and Disunion, in the South? Mr. Guthrie s 
correspondence with Judge Bronson, and the 
Union ’s denunciation of Daniel S'. Dickinson and 
those who stand with him, and the whole course 
of the cabinet towards them, have abundantly 
shown that this “principle upon which the ad

Is not this a pretty administration, to have® 
come into power with the loudest and most in- 
cessant professions of devotion to the Compro- 
mise and the Union upon its lips?

What party leaders may in 
duce them to do, or to allow to be publicly pro 
fussed in their name, for the sake of supposed 
party expediency, wc cannot tell; but no human 
power can ever make us believe that they do not 
dispise the couduct of this administration in 
their hearts. 

What have they to expect from the adminis- 
tration? Nothing but neglect or Insult, unless 
they shall consent to eulogize those they dis- 
pise, and condemn those they realty honor ahtl 
love; and but little even at that price. Mr. 
Guthrie, indeed! one of their number, has ob- 
tained high office; but at what a cost has lie* 
held it? Look at the degrading expiation he 
has been compelled to make for having been a 
Compromise man even in Compromise Kentucky 
Pie has maintained his position in the Cabinet 
only by repudiating and proscribing the men 
with whom he acted in the Compromise strug- 
gle, and by petting and embracing those whom 
lie then opposed, '-and must yet loathe in his very 
soul. To guillotine Bronson and hug Van 
Burcn — such is the tenure of his place. He 
saves himself by becoming the executioner of 
his Triends. 

Nor does it appear that any National Demo- 
crat can hope for favor or eveu toleratioii at the 
hands of the Cabinet upon less humiliating 
terms. Pardon for past devotion to the Com- 
promise can only be purchased by present coali- 
tion with its enemies, and by leading out more 
stubborn compatriots to slaughter.

Latest Foreign News — PTospeff 

General European War more iin 

— Advance in Breadstuff 

The steamship America arrived at Haifax 
tile morning of the 23d inst, bringing Liver- 
pool dates to the 7th just. Her news has been 
telographed. The impression seems to prevail j 
that a general European war is inevitable, and j 
breadstuff's had advauced inconsequence. Flour | 
had advanced 30 0J, and wheat and corn in pro- | 
portion. 

The cheif items of the telegraphic news are- 
as follows: 

The Paris Moniteur contans a circular from' 
the minister of foreign affairs, dated the 30th of I 
December, and addresseiPto all French legations, 
oil the Eastern question. The document is 1 
moderate, but very firm. It narrates the phase* , 
of the question, and declares that France, Eng- I 
land, Austria; and Prussia solemnly recognized ' 
the territorial integrity of the Olioman Empire, I 
and further stales that the affair at Sinope took 
place against all provi.sione — Russia having de- 
clared she only desired material guarantee; 
therefore, to prevent the Ottoman territory and 
flags from further attacks by the navy of Russia, 
the F refieli and English fleets had been ordered 
to enter the Black Sea. 

The circular terminates by expressing a hope ' 
tha&i Russia would not expose Europe to new 
convulsions. 

The papers authentically state that the French 
government was dissatisfied with the evasive 
conduct of Austria, and had addressed a strong 
•letter of remonstrance, intimating that France I 
will extern! aid to Hungary, Italy, <fec. 

The Paris jwipcV* report that life Czar had 
given orders for immediate preparations for 
crossing the Danube. 

I bis forbids a hope of his acceptance of the 
last note of the Western powers. 

Th e lat est advices from Constantinople ex 
press little hope that the negotiations will lead 
to a satisfactory result. 

Ti b-ste i* mentioned as n neutral place f<*r a 

meeting of a congress of tin* four powers. 

Intelligence confirm* the report that the Porte 
had acct-pfbd the note frofli f life four powers, 
saying it does not object, under certain condi- 
tions, to armistice, bill insists upon the evacua- 
tion of 'the principalities and the maintenance 
of Turkish sovereignty, and consents to a con- 
gress iu a neutral city to a revision of the exist- 
ing treaties and to consider the propriety of fur 
ilu-r ameliorations of the condition of Christian 
subjects. 

The Divan continued three days, and when 
the result transpired a tumult arose in Constan- 
tinople, and afcuob of 3,0(M), l^ti by Ulmoris, 
assembled, and prusehted a remonstrance, 
declaring the SheviaU* constitution violated by 
the council. For a time a iuob*wak apprehend 
ed, and a force of marines from the English j 
and French steamers was called to Constantino- 
ple, and a, proclamation was issued by the Sul- 
tan on the 22d, which restored quiet. Several 
of the mob were arrested and banished. 

Definite information as to the relative action 
•of the Czar is daily expected. 
a JfiUdligeu«e from St. Petersburg of the 20th 
'fates that the Emperor had formally rejected 
the Vienna protocal of the 5th, but consents to 
examine the Turkith propositions of the 2(jj,h . 
although he refuses to recognize the right of 
European iiP.ervehtion in Russian and Turkish 
affairs. 

On the 25th the allied fleet had not entered 
the Black sea, in consequence of the tempestuous 
weather. 

The instructions to the commanders V the 
fleets are, that, in the event of meeting Russian 
"hips of war, they will, in the names of their 
respective Governments, request the Russian 
commander to return to Sebastopol, where he 
will find further instructions from the Russian 
Government. On his refusal Iu return, force will 
be used. 

The Russian statements affect not to feel the 
slightest alarm about the moveinen s of the al 
lied squadrons; on the contrary , they assent to 
the fleets entering the Black s«*a. 

Tli ere is extraordinary military activity all 
over Russia. The Louden Obsesver says that 
agents are on the way to the United States to 
purchase ships and ammunition for Russia. 

There is much indignation against Prince Al- 
bert, and particularly the independent papers, 
and the public voice protest lie is a tool of 
Russia, and that Lord Aberdeen is under bis 
influence. ThePriuce.it is stated, betrays all 
cabinet secrets to Russia, Austria, and Germany. 
The matter is expected to coine before Parlia- 
ment. 

The Soldiers of *1812. 

The soldiers of 1812 passed our office yester- 
day, with banners displayed, and accompanied 
by music. It was a spectacle full of heart stir- 
ring associations. There were the heroes who, 
forty years ago, sustained the honor of. the 
American arms. Then most of them were 
young men. But now they were givy haired 
and weather beateu veterans. The stick, by 
aid of which some limped along; the heavy 
cloaks, which others wove as additional protec 
tion against the cold; the wrinkled visages; the 
i stooping forms: — all these proclaimed that age- 
had laid its hand heavily on a large portion of 
the procession, if not on the majority. There 
were other things also to awaken other thoughts. 
Here and there appeared old weapons, whose 
aspect suggestea & history; the veritable weap- 
on* which had once been carried in battle: the 
"Word that flushed, perhaps, at Lundy’s Lane, 
the gun that did suuli fatal damage at Platts 
burg »vr New Orleans. Old military hats were 
Hie re, whose time stained look carried back the 
mind to Chippewa, or Baltimore, or Queenstown, 
and some other “fouglilcn field.” No one, who 
saw that procession, but must have felt his 
pulses quicken ami his heart beat faster. 

These veterans are, most of them, strangers to 
our city. Philadelphia furnishes lifer quota ^in- 
deed, to the band ol ancient heroes, a* she does 
in fact to every phalanx that goes forth to fight 
the battles of the republic; b it the great bujv 
are residents of other parts of the Union. -They 
have left their homes, in the dead of winter, to 
see if Congress will not, even at this late hour, 
do them justice. For their noble services — we 
say it with shame — they have never been ade- 
quately repaid. In our own generation we 
hav** beheld the soldiers of the Mexican war 
dowered generously with lands, though that i 
conflict was but a bit -of military play, com 
pared with the hard struggle of 1812. Forty 
years ago, the republic, instead of the colossal 
young giant which it now is, was but in its 
childhood as it were. It was then poor, it is 
now rich. The men who, in that crisis, cameto 
the aid of their insulted country, were generous 
beyond words, of property, and blood, and life. 
Shall their country forget this generosity, or b« l 
less generous in turn? We are sure that every 
citizen of Philadelphia, Hot only heartily Wei- I 
coined these Veterans to our midst, not only j 
earnestly wished that their just demands may I 
be promptly accorded by Congress, but is ready, j 
with heart and hand, to aid iu procuring the ' 
payment of the sacred debt, so long withheld, [ 
and by so many even forgotten.
